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Ham Radio Promotion 


During Shuttle Flight

On the evening of May 9 the Space Shuttle Columbia will 
take off on a 10 day mission with a variety of projects to 
accomplish. One will happen with astronaut and ham 
radio operator Ron Parise, WA4SIR, as he attempts to 
communicate directly with youngsters and the general 
public using packet and voice communications. 


NASA gave its authorization for SAREX (Shuttle Amateur 
Radio EXperiment) operations and YOU can help. Ac- 
cording to the ARRL Educational Activities Branch (EAB) 
all you need to provide is a 2-meter rig or a packet radio 
setup. If you contact the ARRL EAB they will send you 
materials to help you in this endeavor. 


Notice of this event has been published in the February 
1990 issue of QST, and the January 5, 1990 issue of ARRL 
- Gateway newsletter. Some Information I've received from 
the EAB says: 


1) The Shuttle 2-meter packet frequencies will be some- 
where between 145.5 and 145.6 Mhz. 


2) Goddard Amateur Radio Club will transmit mission 
information on 3860 Khz (evenings), 7185 Khz (daytime), 
14295 Khz (continuous), and 21395 and 28650 Khz (as 
needed). 


3) The Shuttle video and audio will be available on SAT- 
COM 2, transponder 13. 


4) Video tapes and posters are available to purchase and 
display during lulls when the astronauts and GARC are 
asleep, or during Shuttle-to-ground communication black- 
out periods. 


What we are going to do in Sherwood Hopkins Elemen- 
tary is setup a 2-meter FM voice station, an HF station, 
(hopefully) a satellite dish to pick up live video/audio, 
video tapes of shuttle operations, and general shuttle and 
amateur information. An announcement will go out to the 
media for the benefit of promoting amateur radio and give 
our supporters publicity. 


With OTVARC's help maybe the club trailer and volun- 
teered personally owned 2-meter equipmentcan besetup 
at a high location (like Skyline Blvd) to act as a temporary 
repeater between the shuttle and “ground stations” and 
give us all a better chance at communicating with the 
shuttle. Anyone want to help with this? 


Why don't you volunteer to put on a demonstation at one 
of yourlocal schools. It might just draw some youngsters 
(and those not so young) into the fun and excitement of 
ham radio! -73
